Guggenheims Buy a Thou- 
sand Carloads Here. 


Seven-Year Accumulation of 
but One Concern.

Third, 
there are many logical reasons for 
believing that the chaparral can be re- 
moved from portions of our river 
basins which have adequate storage 
reservoirs, with resulting damage be- 
ing less than the money value repre- 
sented by the increase of the run-off. 
That only by the careful and pro-j last 
longed study of selected areas can the 
largest increase in run-offs be se- 
cured with the least resulting dam- 
age. , any policy looking to the 
removal of the chaparral from any 
portion of our watersheds by anyone 
except the forest service, would result 
in devastation and loss.”
